this happened it was apparent to every one of the four 
thousand spectators that Murphy had no chance to 
win, and the latter evidently realized it himself, for 
instead of getting up and mantully returning to the 
fray, he rolled over in a feeble attempt to impress the 
spectators with the idea that he was incapacitated for 
further fighting, and remained on the floor in hiscorner 
until Referee Roche had counted him out. It was the 
consensus of opinion among the spectators that he had 
made up his mind not to take any more of Dixon's 
punches, and when he went to the carpet in the sixth 
round thought it was about as good a time as any to end 
the one-sided affair. ° 

For the first time in a year Dixon fought like his old- 
time self. His recent experiences with Tommy White 
and Frank Erne taught him a salutary lesson, and he 
conscientiously worked for this battle, with the result 
that when he stepped into the ring he was trained to a 
condition of physical perfection. It was evident that 
he was determined to convince the sporting public that 
with careful preparation he could fight as well as ever, 
and there were many of the spectators who regretted that 
his opponent of the night was not Frank Erne, instead 
of Murphy. Dixon had worked off all superfluous 
flesh, and at 3 o'clock in the afternoon he tipped the 
scales a trifle under the required weight, 120 pounds. 
Murphy was also under the stipulated weight. The 
latter has always been considered a bad man to beat. 
He had once before practically lowered his colors be- 
fore Dixon. Ou that occasion, however, the battle was 
unsatisfactory, for the reason that while Murpby was 
worsted, the aflair wound upin such a row that the 
question of superiority was not definitely settled. 
Murphy’s record had always demonstrated the fact that 
as a right-hand hitter be was superior to nearly every 
man in his class. This advantage had served him weil, 
and it was his chief method of attack in the fight the 
other night. But as Dixon knew more about the game 
and was able to keep out of the reach of that “‘danger- 
ous right,” Murphy was clearly at a disadvantage. 

‘The punch that finally put Murphy out of the fight 


was scientifically delivered. It was a terrific left upper. | 
cut which tollowed a right-baud swing. Both blows | 
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were sent straight to the mark and Murphy was fairly 
beaten. There was notadrop of blood to be seen on 
either pugilist. 

There was very little betting. Dixon money abounded 
but his backers, though they offered 10 to Gand 2 to 1, 
found few takers. The few who did back Murphy at 
these odds were allured by the price more than their 
chance ot winning. They thought they would take a 
gambling chance, and so parted with their money. 
They committed the mistake of supposing that the 
odds were worth the gamble, and as usually happens in 
such cases, paid for their experience. 

A crowd of ultra-tashionable sports in evening dress 
kept streaming through the doors, filling the boxes 
while the principals were preparing to enter the ring. 
The crowd was undoutedly the most representative one 
that has been seen in this city for many years, as large 
delegations from Boston, Philadelphia, Providence and 
Cincinnati surrounded the ring. A group of fifty 
sports from Cincinnati occupied a block of seats on the 
south side of the building and were enthusiastic over 
Murphy. After the usual protracted de- 
lay, it was 9:20 o'clock when Dixon 
entered the ring, am!d enthusiastic ap- 
plause. He was attended by Tom 
O'Rourke, Joe Elms, Jimmy De Forest 
and Jimmy Barry. Murphy appeared a 
few moments later, esquired by Dan 
Creedon, Mike Conley and Benny Mur- 
phy. 

Round 1--They fiddled a moment, and 
then Dixon led with a left for the wind 
which was blocked. Dixon sent in an- 
other left, Murphy countering on the 
neck with a right, which was not square- 
ly landed. George again rushed with a 
double left, Murphy’ clinching near the 
ropes. Dixon's blows lacked their wonted 
force, and there was a feeling of surprise 
among the spectators who were sitting 
close to the ropes. 

Round 2—Murphy’s left for the body 
was short, and then he stopped two 
swings for the ribs. They gotintoa half 
clinch and both used free bands on the 
body. Dixon tried to draw his man on, 
but the Australian took no chances; 
so George rushed and was met with 
a‘bard right on the neck. Both missed 
heavy swings, and Dixon put a couple of 
Straight lefts on the mouth, 

Round 3—Dixon began to cut loose, 
They exchanged swings, Dixon rushing in with a left 
on the face. Once morge George did this, and Murphy 
swulfg a terrific right, which was well avoided. Mur- 
phy got a hard left to the jaw, and in a burst of in- 
fighting held his own. 

Round 4—Dixon laughed as he came up and putin a 
left without delay, but Murphy blocked off a right 
which quickly followed. George rushed into a clinch, 
and in a second attack he landed two corking lefts on 
the mouth as Murphy ducked. Once again the cham- 
pion dashed in with his left flush on the neck, and 
Murphy tell back toward the ropes. Dixon was after 
him like a flash, but the Australian showed a clever 
defense and recuperated before time was up. 

Round 5 and 6—Dixon rushed in with a left on the 
ear. He followed with two swings on the jaw, Murphy 
clinching and hugging to save himself. George con- 
tinued his assault and sent in blow after blow, Murphy 
countering wildly and clinching hard. Jixon’s blows 
were something like his old form, and as he never tired 
he kept Murphy cornered most of the time. Murphy's 
long leftreached the wind. Then Dixon swung a left for 
the Jaw, which was well stopped. Another left, how- 
ever, caught Billy on the cheek and he had to clinch. 
Dixon rushed im again with his leftand right on the 
head, Murphy also coming back with two ineffective 
swings from which Dixon leaped away with agility. 
Then George hustled in with a right on the neck and 
a fearful left-hand uppercut which landed squarely on 
the stomach. Murphy gave a gasp and jell onall fours, 

Referee Roche counted off teu seconds with his hand, 
and as Murphy was still unable or unwilling to proceed 
With the bout Dixon was declared the winner. The 
time of the round was 2 minutes and 43 seconds.

AND HE MAKES AN AFFIDAVIT 


Both Are in Jail and the Town Is ina 
Fever of Excitement. 








WHO WAS IT KILLED THE WOMAN? 
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The people of Wilmington, O., have had enough sen- 
sations recently to last them a long while, and they are 
notall over yet. A short time ago James Harvey was 
arrested and lodged in the county jail on a charge of 
murdering his wife, Ida. He said nothing about the 
crime until the other day, when he filed an affidavit 
before the mayor in which he charged his father with 
causing the death of his wife by beating and striking 
her about the head and body. 

The mystery that has surrounded this case from the 
begining has proved a puzzle to the authorities, and 
the officials have been trying to get a solution for some 
time. Atthe time the woman was buried, young Har- 
vey, her husband, broke down and was on the verge of 
making a confession to the sheriff, but he was told by 
his attorney not under any ,circumstances to talk of the 
matter. 

On this occasion he remarked there was something 
within him that told him he must make some state- 
ments; that there was another implicated, and he was 
not the guilty party in the matter, and he asked that 
his attorney be brought to the Jail. 

When he came he was warned not to talk more, 
and he closed up likeaciam. He has been uneasy and 
restless ever since, and dropped a number of remarks 
indicating that he was going to take some decided steps 
in the matter. 

One night he went to Merrick F. Jones, another in- 
mate of the juil, and asked bim which of the authori- 
ties that had talked to him he could trust. 

Jones told him he could trust Deputy Sheriff Ben 
South. He sent for the deputy,and told him that 
when his father was in the jall, the day of the funeral, 
he said to him he was willing to take ten or twelve 
years in the penitentiary; that he was an old man and 
it would not matter so much to him, while Harvey was 
young. The old gentleman does not deny that he 
might have made sucha remark. A couple of days 
ago James asked the deputy to go and arrest his father, 
charging him with the killing of his wife, but not to let 
his attorney know it, The deputy refused, telling him 
he had no authority, and called the sheriff. Tne sheriff 
informed him there must first be an affidavit filed, to 
which Harvey replied that he did not know whom to 
recommend todo this. The sheriff would not do it 
himself on Harvey's request, Harvey then said: 

“Could I make that affidavit?” 

The sheriff informed him that he would consult the 
prosecutor and notify him. He did this, learned he 
could, and communicated the fact to Harvey. Harvey 

was then brought in the front room of the 

jaf. He was repeatedly warned by the pros- 
} ecutor and sheriff that if his father was 

innocent he should not make the affidavit, 
but if he was guilty it was the proper thing 
to do. 
._ Hesaid he understood the significance of 
the act aud wanted to record the affidavit at 
once. He was persuaded, however, to desist 
until after the action of the grand jury, but, 
again repeating his request, he was per- 
mitted to file the affidavit, and in the pres- 
ence of nearly a dozen persons, and after 
the signing of the affidavit acknowledged 
the signing of it to be his voluntary act. 

It is said now, however, that he has changed 

his story somewhat, and says his father might 
have murdered Mrs. Harvey. He says he 
was upstairs; tuat his father had gone away 
from the house some time before with his 
stepmother; that they had started to his 
sister-in-law’s, Mrs. Jennie Harvey’s; that he 
heard heavy footsteps in the kitchen, and 
going down found Idalying there across the 
wood-box, unconscious and alone. He fur- 
ther says there is a by-road leading from the 
main road back to the house on another side than 
the regular road, by which his father could have re- 
turned and done the act. 
- Inthé afternoon Marshal Will Sliker and Deputy 
Ben South returned from the Harvey home with the 
father in custody, and locked him in the upstairs de- 
partment of the County Jail. He said: 

“T am innocent of any such charge, and bad no con- 
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nection with the affair whi tever. When my wite and ~ 


left home at about 12:30 that day to go to my 
daughter-in-law’s, Ida was sitting at the table eating 
ber dinner, James had madesome excuse and gone 
upstairs, and she was alone. We left, and about 4 
o'clock was notified, when on the way home, of her 
death. James bad not eaten his dinner before I lett. 
We wentin a buggy.’’ 

The old gentleman was considerably affected, and his 
eyes filled with tears while talking of the occurrence. 
He is nearly sixty-nine years of age, and is one of the 
well-known citizens of the county, having been a resi- 
dent there almost all his life, living on a. farm about 
seven miles west of Wilmington, He has been married 
twice, his last wife’s maiden name being* Moore, a 
member of one of the oldest and best-known families in 


that locality.

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ANOTHER VICTORY FOR LEON. 


The ‘‘ Dago”’ Bantam Champion Wins a De- 
cision Over Jack McKeck. 


At the Union Park A. C., New York city, on Jan. 18, the event of 
the evening was the bout between Casper Leon and Jack MoKeck, 
both of New York city. They were matched to go fifteen rounds, 
the weight being 112 pounds. When the bell rang Leon got to work. 
He had the longer reach and got his left to the body repeatedly. 
McKeck's blows were nearly all stopped, Leon taking things coolly 
and waiting for a chance to put in a settler, Leon continued to do 
the bulk of the work in the second and third rounds, but McKeck's 
defense was clever. McKeck consented to do some leading in the 
sixth round, and in a bit of infighting he caught Leon on the jaw 
with a short left hook which made Casper slip down on one knee. 
Leon got up quickly, however, and sailed im vigorously, Still Me- 
Keck held his own. The seventh was even. When the eighth 
opened Leon began rushing. Jack was a trifle groggy, but he 
stayed the round. MecKeck came up strongly in the ninth, and 
neither bad an advantage in the tenth. Leon showed signs of 
fatigue in the eleventh, but braced in the twelfth and landed a 
couple of heavy rights. McKeck rallied and made au even bresk of 
the round, Leon cut loose in the thirteenth, but his an‘agonist did 
just as well, the fighting growing fast and furious.

out compromising Stuart for his refusal to announce the exact loca

Fitzsimmons is in New York, presumably waiting for news from 
Stuart before establishing himself iu training quarters. 

Corbett, on the other hand, is already training, following out a 
line of action which began with a mild preliminary course at Asbury 
Park, N. J., late in the summer, and continued carefully up to the 
present time. His intention Is to goto California on a visit to his home 
about the first of the month, after which he will locate his training 
quarters within easy access to the battleground, D.n Stuart having 
agreed to give Fitzsimmons and him a ‘‘quiet’’ tir sufficiently far 
in advance to enable them to select desirable . ~- ‘.s for estab- 
lishing training quarters. 

As yet Corbett is just as much in ignorance of the precise locality 
of the battleground as anybody else. When asked the other day 
where he would train, he said: 

“Well, I can’t answer that,as I do not know where Mr. Stuart 
intends to have us fight. If be picks out a piace in the Seuth or io 
Mexico I will train in Texas, as I like the climate and can arrange 
matters there quickly. lam not anxious about the training part of 
it, as I consider myself in very good condition now. I have been 
taking the best care of myself for several months and have been 
doing light work for nine weeks. I am now heavy aad feel as 
strong and fast as I ever did, so the final preparation does not worry 
me. Of course one cannot do himself justice in training when he 
has other things on his hands, as I have, but I have made the best 
of it and am satisfied with the result,” 

The show will close about the first of next month and by that time 
training quarters will have been selected. 

For the past ten or twelve weeks Corbett has been undergoing a 
course of light preliminary training. Even while “on the road’’ he 
rarely allowed a day to go by without spending two or three hours 
in a local gymnasium. While in New York he frequented Wood's 
gymouasium daily. His method was, after alight breakfast at the 
Gerlach, to repair at once to Wood's, accompanied by Manager Ed 
Thurnaer, Sparring Partner Con McVey anda helper. Soon after 
arriving the champion was busy changing to his gymoasium cos- 
tume, and at 11:30 o'clock he entered the room. 

First he tackled the flying rings to limber himself up some, and 
then he hit the bag a few punches. He tugged ata chest machine, 
then, taking a very smal! pair of dumb-bells, he began systematic 
exercise, going through a number of motions until he felt the effects. 
After this came the chest weight, with all the weight on, and he 
worked hard for a few minutes. He seemed to change very quick!» 
from one to the other, and did not drag his steps in moving about. 
A skillful partner was there to play handball with him, and they 
were at it. 

Corbett is an adept at handball. He serves finely and his work is 
quick and sure. He did not seem to tire in the least, and while the

kept up for over a half hour, and then Corbett tried the wrist ma- 
chine, working at it for some time. Corbett then put on the gloves 
with any of his friends who happened along, somet/mes with little 
Johnny Bebrens, the 105-pound boxer, of Detroit. When the latter 
put on the gloves the exhibition was amusing, the one towering over 
six feet and weighing 185 pounds or so, and the other five feet three 
inches and weighing about 110. The idea was Corbett's own, and 
he coaxed Bebrens to hit him as often ashe could. The little fellow 
found a bard undertaking before him and his leads fell short, 
scarcely ever passing the gloved guard. Corbett was dancing and 
jumping, the bout helping him in leg work. 

The last feature was the sparring between Corbett and McVey. 
They went three rounds, the first of five minutes, the second of 
seven and the third of about twelve. Corbett was all over, out and 
in, dodging and ducking, and McVey could not land on him, Me- 
Vey tried for the face in the first round, but never reached the head. 
Later they rehearsed blows, and Corbett iudulged in his drawing on 
of his opponent. He would poke his head out, and a lead from Mc- 
Vey meant an escape and areturn. McVey was thoroughly tired at 
the end, while Corbett was fresh and ready to go another hour. In 
all, he had worked fast for an hour and a half, and was distressed 
but very little. Corbett followed with a long run on the indoor 
track in the gallery and even this did not wind him.

As far as Corbett going back is concerned, that is the veriest rot. 
He is as fast as ever, is stronger and his wind now seems strong 
enough to stand him good in a longer fight than was that with Sul- 
livan. He has developed about the shoulders and neck and his fists 
shoot out quickly when he lets go, his aim, too, being excellent. 
There are no wasted swings, the entire work showing science, and 
there is a reason for his every return. In the clinches he is strong 
and can give McVey, who is a big, strong wrestler, all he wants in 
the breakaway. And Corbett is very handy with a punch when 
they come to close quarters. 

His work was surprising forthe speed and stamina shown. The 
hard part of the game will come during the month preceding the 
fight. Then it will be no child's play, but stern, rigorous devotion 
to duty under Charley White's direction. The latter prepared Fitz- 
simmons at Coney Island and Corpus Christi for the meeting with 
Corbett at Hot Springs, and bis aid will be invaluable to Corbett 
now. 

Speaking about the site of the proposed battle ground the other 
day, Corbett said: 

“I only hope Mr. Stuart will not be troubled ia locating the place. 
This thing has been prolonged until the people are naturally tired, 
and you can say for me that I will be on hand and ready w fight.” 

Regarding the complaint made by Fitzsimmons in relation to the 
outside privileges, such as photographing the battle, Corbett said he 
did not blame Fitzsimmons, as he had objected tolt. If there is to 
be any more money than the purse in the match he wants his part 
of it, and the statement that Stuart had agreed to do the right thing 
in case he let any privilege of the sort seemed to suit him. But as 
to the amount of the stake he did not like the intrpretation from 
the Fitzsimmons side. 

“I put up $5,000 for my share of the stake when I signed the arti- 
cles,"’ he observed, ‘‘and also gave Mr. Smith $2500 to guarantee 
my appearance in thering. AsI before stated, that was when I 
had a match with Sharkey in view, and did not want to put up 
$10,000 in each affair at the same time. He now says he fs willing to 
make it $10,000 a side, and all I can say in reply is that I will at- 
tend to that ina short time. When I was in New York and wrote to 
him about making it $10,000 he never answered by letter, but now 
that 1 am in the far West this is «prungon me, There is no ques- 
tion about the stake if they really want it twice the amount I have 
deposited, but I want to see their $5,000 up first. When itis in Al 
Smith's hands I will talk business."’

There were nearly 3,000 persons present, and the man who has de- 
signs on the lightweight championship aroused the indignation of 
the spectators to such a pitch that they hissed and hooted him to 
such an extent that twice im the fourth round the referee had to stop 
the boxers and threaten to end the go at that stage. The set-to was 
ot the hurricane order all the way through, and while Daly had the 
advantage of the first two rounds, McKeever had the better of the 
last four. McKeever's fouls were committed iu the breakaways, and 
were so palpable that every one in the building saw them, one being 
committed while Daly had both his arms outstretched and was 
breaking as clear as possible. Although McKeever had the better of 
the bout, Daly was wildly cheered by the spectators as he left the 
ring, while a wave of hisses swept over the house and not one man 
applauded when McKeever moved toward the dressing-room. 

There were several preliminary bouts. Danny McMahon, of De- 
troit, bested Paddy McPhillips, of Philadelphia, and Stanton Ab- 
bott, the English lightweight, and Jack Bennett, of Pittsburg, boxed 
six rounds with honors about even.

McCoy in South Africa.

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ANOTHER HORTON LAW AMENDMENT. 
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In the absence of anything more important 
the idle persiflage of current comment seems to be directed to the prob- 
able location where the big fight will take place rather than the more 
perplexing one which involves the possibility of it not taking place 
atall, Strange as it may seem, Dan Stuart's efforts to locate a 
battlegrouud are affording the sporting fry, big and little, more con- 
cern than the question whether Bob and Jim will be there when the 
eventful and auspicious time arrives. As I have said before, there 
seems to be a settled conviction in everybody's mind that the two 
mean business, aud that if any bitch occurs this time the fault will 
be laid at the door of the big Texan projector. 

Certain it is that that worthy gentleman is doing all he can to 
mystify the public regarding his ultimate intentions in the way of 
selecting a spot upon which the long-deferred and anxiously awaited 
settlement of the controversy may be effected. One day the story 
emanates, from some presumably reliable source, that Mexico will 
have the hovur of entertainiug the two fistic celebrities and their 
friends on St. Patrick's Day. Stuart hardly lets the types grow 
cold before he is out with a denial, backed up with a significant 
refusal to aid in solving the problem. If Nevada is suggested an 
equally strenuous denial comes forth, corroborated in a by 


prize ring record that might be cut off in yard lengths. It took 
Creedon four rounds to put acrimp in bis career, and the cham 
piouship aspirations of the man from Salt Lake were nipped in the 
bad. 

Since that eventful episode Creedon has been ‘resting,’ as they 
say in theatrical parlance, in expectation of getting something 
definite in the way of news from the gold country in response to the 
acceptance of McCoy's challenge, which I cabled over early In the 
week. If Creedon really wants a match which involves champion 
ship honors he needn't go so far away from home in search of it. 
John Quinn, who is Peter Maher's financial man, has a middie- 
weight unknown whom he will match against either Creedon or Mo- 
Coy, at weight, and bet §2,500 on the side. There is also seme talk 
of matching Peter Maher against Creedon, but I do net believe 
the latter or his backers would seriously consider such a propo- 
sition. 

Strange as it may seem, Creedon has not evinced any very great 

t of enthusi over the offer to meet McCoy in Johannesburg. 
His acceptance was something of a compromise affair, occasioned by 
the fact that the local followers of the game were woodering why he 
hesitated almost two weeks before giving the slightest inthaation 
regarding his intentions. It may be that he regards a $5,000 purse 
in London with more favor than a purse of three times that size iu 
Jobannesburg. MoCoy is evidently anxious to get on with 
Creedon, and if the latter is really as anxious to meet MoCoy as 
he professes to be, it should rot be very long before they come to- 
gether.

Surface indications wouldn't any more point to Nevada being the 
theatre of action than any of the bordering States or Territories, but 
recalling certain correspondence which I was permitted to see at 
the time negotiations were pending for Corbett and Sharkey to meet 
for the second time, [am now impressed with the belief that the 
city of Carson, Nev., will figure upon the pages of contemporaneous 
history as the scene of the most important fistic event the world has 
ever seen. 

When Corbett and Sharkey were negotiating for a second meet- 
ing the National Club of San Francisco startled the fistic world 
with an offer of a $20,000 purse. The receipts for any boxing show 
given in the Californian metropoiis failed to justify such seeming 
extravagance, and the authenticity ‘of the offer, and the responsi 
bility of the projectors were questioned until it trauspired that the 
leading citizens of Carson were at the back of the proposed affair. 
After figuring out the boom value to the city and the financial profit 
to be netted from the visitors who might be counted upon to come in 
by the thousands, the Carsonites saw their way clear to giving a 
bonus of $15,000 to the National Club people, leaving the latter to 
manage the affair and make whatever surplus there was over and 
above the $5 000 additional toward making up the purse, 

Everything went along swimmingly for a time and it looked 
mighty like as if Corbett and the Sailor would have it out. How- 
ever, before things got down to a business point some one had an at- 
tack of ‘‘cold feet." Fitz cut in and busted the conuecting thread 
with an offer to fight Sharkey; it looked like casy money to the 
Californiaus and they took iton. Then came the talk about Fitz- 
simmons and Corbett. Just prior to the time they got ready for 
action | happened one day to drop something to Wheelock, Stuart's 
Fidus Achatcs, about the Carson City bonus, and in his suave, un- 
compromising and seeming indifferent way he remarked that it 
was worth looking into. 

The way he said it didn’t indicate much interest in the matter, 
but he evidently didn’t lose any time in letting Stuart know all the 
facts, for a few days after the latter made a hurried visit to the 
metropolis and we talked it wver. 

Having no personal interest in the affair, I dismissed the subject 
from my mind uutil it was recalled the other day when I learned 
that Stuart bad established his headquarters at Reno, Nev., within 
striking distance of Carson, and that the telegraph companies were 
planning the erection of an independent line between the two cities 
for the purpose of giving increased telegraphic facilities. 

If I am correct in surmising that Carson City, with the bonus, 
etc., ete., is part of Stuart's scheme, I can oaly reassure him of my 
best wishes in his success. He is deserving of all the profit to be 
made out of the venture. He proved himself to be a daring, cour- 
ageous sportsman when, in the face of the Hot Springs flasco and 
the losses entailed in bringing Fitz and Maher together, he devoted 
his time, labor and energy toward bringing Fitz and Corbett into the 
ring, a scheme the mere contemplation of which, under the circum 
stances, would have thrown more experienced promoters into 
hysterics.

George Dixon’s victory over Australian Billy 
Murphy the other night was quick and decisive. The long-legged 
foreigner made a showing in the first couple of rounds which was 
well calculated to give the adherents of the co!ored wonder some un 
easiness, but after that there was no doubt—beyond the usual 
chance factor—about the result, The “Little Torpedo,” as Harry 
Weldon calls him, proved to be a “‘werry cunnin’ gent."" When he 
found himself lacking the ability to force the pace himself, and an- 
able to sto» the terrible volley of left-hand punches which were be- 
ing shot into his face, neck and body, with rare discernment and 
discretion he gracefully took advantace of the first opportunity that 
was afforded him to “‘turnitup." That was the opinion of Referee 
Roche and hundreds of others who sat up close to the ringside and 
in a position to see in minute detail everything that was going on. 
In the third round he looked as if he didn t want togo any further, but 
Dixon, who expressed a determination to give hin: a good walloping 
in return for past offences, ‘‘pulled a bit’ to enable Murphy to steady 
himself.

“But no »erson shall take part, as a principal, in a sparring exhi- 
bition except on the certificate of two duly licensed physicians, 
stating that they have examined said principals twice; once three 
days and once two hours previous to the exhibition, and that such 
principals are in proper physical condition to take part in a sparring 
exhibition,’ 

The full bill will then be as follows: 

“Prize Fighting and Sparring Exhibitions, Aiding Therein, etc.— 
A person who, within this State, ergages in, instigates, aids, en- 
courazes or does any act to further a contention, or fight, without 
weapons, between two or more persons, or a fight commonly called a 
ring or prize fight, either within or without the State, or who en- 
gages in a public or private sparring exhibition, with or without 
gloves, within the State, at which an admission fee is charged or re- 
ceived, either directly or indirectiy, or who sends or publishes a 
chailenge, or acceptance of a challenge for such a contention, exhi 
bition or fight, or carries or delivers such a challenge or acceptance, 
or trains or assists any person in training or preparing for such a 
contention, exhibition or fight, is guilty of a misdemeanor; provided, 
however, that sparring exhibitions with gloves of not jess than five 
ounces each in weight may be held by a domestic incorporated ath 
letic association in a building leased by it for athletic purposes only 
for at least one year, or in a building owne1 and occupied by such 
association, but no person shall take part,as a principal, ina 
sparring exhibition except on the certificate of two duly licensed 
physicians, stating that they have examined said principals twice; 
once three days, and once two hours previous to the exhibition, aud 
that such principals are in proper physical condition to take part in 
a sparring exhibition, 

“This act shall take effect September first, eighteen hundred and 
ninety -seven."* 

The hullabaloo and cry raised by pulpit and press against the so- 
catied boxing evil seems to necessitate the amendment to the law 
going®into effect at once. As it is, all the leading clubs are employ 
ing physicians for the purpose suggested, and a prompt and ready 
acquiescence to public demand to prevent a repetition of the previous 
unfortunate occurr¢hce will soften the now prevailing sentiment 
against the sport. .
